Tolmie in llie Chair.

•the lOxiension Act, Mr. Oary.satd that the contract

cm the iiiiieleeiith dny of Ueccmber, IStV). He 
lotdied upon it as a matter of contrnet between 
the linuse a' d the Company, and tliou|(lit the 
iloo-e .sliioibl stick to its bargain.
